Town Council defeats 


St. Albert town council, 
meeting in regular session 
last night, discussed in great 
detail a recommendation by 
the Police Commission 
which, -had it been passed, 
would have limited the op- 
eration of snow vehicles to 
the day light hours, Council 
voted to uphold the present 
bylaw which allows for the 
operation of snow vehicles 
until 11 pm, Councillor 
John Bakker casted the only 
vote in favor of the day light 
only amendment, 

Councillor John de Bruijn 
sald the amendment, as re- 
commended by the Police 
Commission would amount 
to “persecution of one seg= 
ment of society’’. He ad- 
ded: ‘‘Lf it’s the nolse we’re 
worrled about, let’s stop all 
noise, including motor boats 
lawn mowers and scooters. 
Why single out the snow 
machine?’ 

Mayor Ray Gibbon said 
he, too, Would vote agalast 
the recommendation from 
the Police Commission, ‘‘I 
fee) our present bylaw is 
a good bylaw; it allows the 
people enough freedom to 
enjoy this activity, while, 
on the other hand, if adhered 
to, should not cause any ex- 
cessive inconvenience to the 
rest of the population’’, The 
mayor added that he felt 
the RCM police are dolng an 
excellent job controlling the 
situatlon, ‘But’’, he added, 
“they themselves have only 
one show vehicle and can’t 
be everywhere at once’’, 

Councillor Bob Hudson, a 
member af the Police Com- 
mission, also spoke agalust 
the recommendation, which 
was passed at the Dec, 22

meeting of the police board 
by a vote of 2-1 He said 
the local police do accept 
tie fact that the town does 
have a snow vehicle prob- 
lem, He added that many of 
the offenders are from Ed- 
monton, 

Councillor Kambouroff 
said he would be very much 
opposed the amending the 
present bylaw, ‘‘Our police 
can’t enforce the bylaw we 
have now; why go to the 
trouble of amending it, they 
won’t be able to enforce 
that, either’, he said. 

Councillor Frank Lukay 
also was opposed. ‘‘A lot of

Bus company manager 
says holiday season 


‘real headache” 


Several complaints have 
been received at the Gazette 
office regarding the over- 
crowded buses during the 
Christmas puriod. Some 
callers complained of belag 
left at the Ball Avenue- 
Grandin Road stop because 
the bus was ful by the time 
it got there, One young girl 
who lives on the highway 
told the Gazette: “When 
there ts lots of people go- 
ing into the city, we here 
don’t stand a chance of get- 
ting on the bus’’, She sald 
she missed several hours 
work because of this. 

People were also belig 
left behind at Westmount 
returning to St. Albert, the 
Gazette has learned. 


The Gazette contacted Mr. 
Grimstead of Western Bus 
Lines and asked for his com- 
ments on this situation, He 
explained that by law the 
maximum load allowed is 
50 people sitting and 25 stan- 
ding, ‘‘When we have rea~ 
ched this, we are full and 
there is not much We can 
do about that’’, he said. 

Mr, Grimstead sald that 
while the school buses his 
company operates were idle 
because of the school vaca- 
tion, it is iegal to use these 
buses for transit work and 
they could therefore not be 
used, ‘It is only in the case 
of a real emergency that we 
wee the yellow buses for reg- 
ular passenger service’’, he 


said, 

The Gazette toki Mr. 
Grimstead that another sore 
point with many of the pas- 
sengers seems to be the fact 
that the St, Albert buses have 
no exit in the rear; this 
makes it extremely difficult 
to get off the bus when it 
is packed. 

Mr, Grimstead explained 
that the bus would ‘‘get too 
cold with a second door 
opening all the time for 
people to get off’. When 
we pointed to the fact that 
ETS buses have two doors, 
both of which function in 
winter, he said that when 
an Edmonton bus gets cold

The matter of Jasper Auto 
Parts, which for many years 
has been cropping up on St. 
Albert Town Council agen- 
das, made one of its reg- 
ular appearances last night. 
This time it was Councillor 
Bob Hudson who raised the 
matter, 

“Tt seems our friends are 
building wire fences’’, he 
said, adding that the con- 
struction of the fence 
“seems like an indication 
he does not intend to clean 
up his premises’. Mr. 
Hudson said ‘‘The man is 
flaunting the town’, and 
went on to suggest “we 
take him back to court’’, 

Mayor Gibbon noted that 
the matter is in the hands 
of the town’s legal counsel 
and expressed the hope that 
“on the next go-round in 
court we hope to have the 
fences torn down and the 
premises cleaned up’’. 

In other council business 
Mr. Hudson referred to a 
recent broadcast in which 
the Mayor of Edmonton was 
quoted as being in favor of 
annexation as recommen- 
ded in the Hanson report. 
Mr. Hudson noted the pro- 
vince has a new govern- 
ment now and his motion 
that the town write aletter 
to Premier Peter Lough- 
eed, outlining its position 
with regards to annexation 
to Edmonton was carried. 
A census taken in the town 
last year showed 73% of 
those polled to be opposed 

to annexation, 

Mayor Gibbon told coun- 
cil he was asked by Coun- 
cillor Bakker, who left the 
meeting early, a victim of 
the "flu bug, to move that 
No Smoking signs be erec- 
tea in all outdoor rink 
skating shacks immediat- 
ely. Council agreed that 
smoking in the shacks 
could cause a serious fire 
and passed the motion. 
Rink attendants will en- 
force the regulation, 

Counelllor Rod Thrond- 
son aSked if it was corr- 
ect that Town Hallis char- 
ging residents who wish to 
purchase coples of bylaws, 
one dollar per page. He 
was told the town has aby- 
law which covers this, bas- 
ed on the municipal act. 
“This seems terrible, that 
a person has to pay that 
kind of money just to find 
out what our regulations 
are’, he said . It was 
pointed out that anyone can 
ask to be shown any town 
bylaw and read same in 
the town hall.

This system can provide 
the information required by 
an irrigationfarmer, a feed- 
lot operator, a small diver- 
sified farmer and so on, 
Although the records are 
somewhat different for each 
kind of farm, CANFARMcan 
provide the-specialized in- 
formation needed by each, 

What type of reports can 
CANFARM provide? It can 
provide a monthly cash bal- 
ance report which shows you 
exactly where your money is 
coming from and where itis 
going. You can then recon- 
cile your records with your 
bank statement and check 
your actual cash flow against 
your projected cash flow for 
that particular period. 

If you have hired labor 
on your farm, CANFARM 
can provide a labor payroll 
record which will show you 
the amount of wages you paid 
out to each employee as well 
as contributions to the 
Canada Pension Plan, un- 
employment insurance and 
the amount of income tax 
paid by each employee. 

CANFARM can also pro- 
vide a report of your credit 
situation at the end of each 
month, This statement 
shows the amount of money 
you owe to each creditor and 
enables you to estimate exe 
actly where you stand credit 
wise. It can be a real help 
when making arrangements 
for credit with your bank

CANFARM provides a tax 
management report beginn- 


ing in the eighth month of the 
fiscal year. This report 
shows you your income tax 
situation, With this informa- 
tion, you can minimize your

Does it pay 
fo own a car? 


By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist 

The cost of owning and 
operating a car can becom- 
pared to bringing up child- 
ren, They both cost money 
and need TLC (tender, lov- 
ing care), 

It is really enlightening 
to figure out how muchacar

There is no allowance for 
parking. If your car is lar- 
ger or a more elaborate 
model, the depreciation 
costs would be much higher, 
Depreciation costs the first 
year on a car are one-fourth 
to one-third of its original 
value, If you must buy the 
car on time, you must addin 
the finance costs which are 
seldom less than 10 per 
cent per annum, If you are 
under 25 years of age, in- 
surance costs would be 
double or more, If a teen- 
ager in the family thinks of 
only the cost of gas and oil 
when considering owning a 
car, the above costs should 
be pointed out to him, 

Now, take a good look at 
your budget, Are youspend- 
ing more on owning and op= 
erating your car(s) than you 
are paying out in rent for 
your home? I often think of 
this when I see a young 
family, living in an apart. 
ment and owning a large, 
expensive car, The family 
is living in cramped quar- 
ters with no play area for 
the children while father 


sports the latest model, 
Often a mother may work 
out of the home in order to 
meet the high cost of living, 
The first purchase is likely 


.a car in order to allow her 


to go to work and back. The 
cost of operating a second 
car will likely take a large 
chunk out of her earnings, 
Does the extra eurnings 
cover the costs of a sec- 
ond car? 

Why not sit down tonight 
and figure out what pro- 
portion of your income goes 
into that car, Does the con- 
venience and satisfaction 
gained justify its cost? Pos- 
sibly a less elaborate model 
would permit you and your 
family to enjoy extras they 
must now forego. 


Cheese 
prices 
jump 


Recently the price of 
cheese has riser 20¢ - 30¢ 
per pound, Consumers who 
use a lot oj it, whether 
processed or cheddar, have 
undoubtedly noticed the 
price rise and immediately 
ask ‘‘Why?’’ 

There is a strong in- 
creased demand for cheese 
on both the domestic and 
export market, 

In Canada consumption Is 
up 28 per cent and in Alber- 
ta it is up four per cent, 
also Britain is buying Cana- 
dian cheese on the open 
market at un unsubsidized 
price, 

In October, 1971 the pro- 
duction of cheddar cheese in 
Canada was up 11 per cent 
and stocks were down four 
per cent when compared to 
figures for 1970, 

In Alberta three per cent 
of the milk produced goes 
into cheese making -- this 
cheese has a ready market. 

The outlook seems to be 
that there will be a contin- 
ued demand for cheese by 
domestic consumers aid 
that prices will remain the 
same,
